Strictly s ing, the raw material 
used is cotton waste, or the stuff re- sure 
jected in the manufacture of cotton 
goods. Jute, ramie, kapok fibrey sul- 
phite pulp, spun cotton, and other 
forms of cellulose, have all been tried, 
but the only trustworthy material is 
cotton waste. According to Nature, 
the method of producing a satisfac- 
tory form of nitrocellulose from cot- 
ton waste is as follows: The waste 
is hand-picked, so as to remove the 
| grosser impurities. The product is 
‘combed, picked once more, and then 
dried. Then comes the nitration pro- 
cess, which consists in immersing the 
purified waste in a mixture coniposed 
of twenty-one per cent.

tween the official rations allowed to 
the soldiers of the allied nations will 
prove that the Frenchmen and the 
Russian are, like the British soldier, 
among the best-fed fighters in history. 
In each of the allied armies—Bri- 
tish, French, Russian and Belgian— 
the principal foods are meat and 
bread. A glance at the following fig- 
ures, which indicate the daily allow- 
ance of meat and bread to every man

How Russians Are Fed. 

The Briton, it will thus be seen, 
actually receives less bread than any 
of his comrades; but, on the other 
hand, his allowance of meat is con- 
siderably larger. 

In examining the soldiers’ menus 
more closely, that of the Russian may 
be taken first, since it is the least 
known. In every case the allowances 
have been translated into English 
terms in order to make a comparison 
easier. 

The Russian breakfasts later than 
any of the allied soldiers. He does 


not receive his first ration until just 


before 8 o'clock. These are: 
Half gn ‘ounce of Tehai (tea), 

Three ounces of su 

Three funt (2% lbs.) 
(black bread). 

The tea and sugar have to last all 
day. The bread is usually served out 
on alternate days, six funt, (a little 
less than six pounds) each time. 

For dinner, which generally takes 
place just before noon, each group of 
ten soldiers receives a large dish of 
“Borsht.” This contains cabbage and 
potatées™ mixed in various gravies. 
The ten men sit around the dish, each 
with a big wooden spoon; and all help 
themselves at once. 

After this comes the national dish 
“Kasha,” a kind of porridge. This 
the men eat in the same fashion as 
“Borsht.” “Kasha” is very cheap in 
Russia, and soldiers can have as much 
as they want. When this has been 
disposed of the meal finishes with an 
allowance. of half a pound of meat 
per man. 
the “Borsht.” 

The third and last Russian meal is 
served about 6.30 in the evening and 
consists of more “Borsht,” together 
with a quarter of a pound of meat. 

It often happens that the Russian 
soldier receives more bread than he 
needs, and the surplus he is allowed 
to sell in order to increase his meagre 
pay, which, it may be interesting to 
add, amounts to 50 kopecs, about a 
shilling, a month. ;

Recognized leaders and rulers in 
social hfe and thought have unhesit- 
atingly rénounced life . practices 
in relation to intoxicating liquors. and 
legislators locked upon as Conserva- 
tive, if not reactionary, have deter- 
minedly suppressed or curtailed the 
liquor traffic by rigidly enforced law. 
The wisdom embodied in the old pro- 
verb that enjoined law-makers to con- 
sider the public welfare as their sup- 
reme motive, and the demand for 
physical and mental efficiency have at 
once condemned the drink system and 
compelled action to prevent the mis- 
chief it was eve: coh ht working. A 
few phases of this remarkable devel- 
opment are exceedingly interesting. 


GREAT BRITAIN 


The outbreak of the war laid bare 
in Great Britain the evil results of the 
drink habit and the drink traffic, re- 
vealing alarming loss of national 
power and de sation of ability 
respond to the imperative call of a 
merciless emergency. The King be- 
came an avowed total abstainer. 
Other men of high position in church 
re yy wo in the arm —— vary — 
n jepartments of public an > 
vate life quickly followed the wa 
example. Unfortunately, however, 
this self-denying patriotism was not 
sufficiently potent among certain 
classes whose efforts were essential to 
the nation’s success. British armies 
were checked and decimated, because 
the drunkenness of munition workers 
prevented the supplying of war mat- 
to meet the flerce on- 
slaught of the Germans and the lives 
of many heroic men were sacrificed to 
the self-indulgence of the slackers.’ 
Stirred to his inmost seul with the 
peril and shame of the situation, one 
of England's greatest statesmen, 
sounded the warning that will never 
be forgotten :—‘‘We are fighting Ger- 
many, Austria and drink, and so far 
as I can see the greatest of these three 
deadly foes-is drink.” 

t states man's proposals for 
the curbing of this awful evil were 
thwarted by the political strength of 
the liquor traffic, but even that heart - 
less and disloyal power could not pre- 
vent the enactment of a law under 
which, or and populous areas of 
the United Kingdom, the liquor traffic 
is teday confined to four and a half 
or five and a half hours out of the 
twenty-four, and the results have been 
an industrial and moral revolution in

FRANCE 

Almost immediately at the opening 
of the war the military officers in con- 
trol of the cities of Lyons and Paris 
prohiljited the sale of absinthe in the 
territ tor the government of which 
they were immediately responsible. 
Promptly the French Government 
ealled upon the chief municipal officers 
throughout the country to take simi- 
lar steps, and shortly afterwards the 
President of the Republic used his 
official authority te enforce the same 
regulation. When the French Parlia- 
ment met the manufacture, sale and 
exportation of this deadly beverage 
were prohibited. The vote in the 
Chamber of Deputies for this thorough 
going law was 481.to 52. The sale of 
spirits in any form to French soldiers 
in the war zone was made a serious 
offence, and this restriction was sub- 
sequently extended to the soldiers of 
the French, Belgian and British arm- 
ies in the northern part of the country. 

GERMANY 


When hostilities began during the | 


term of mobilization the sale of alco- 
hol was strictly prohibited in German 
towns and cities. When mobilization 
was complete prohibition of liquor- 
selling to soldiers in uniform was en- 
acted for certain areas. Early in the 
present year the supply and sale of 
spirituous liquors was further curtailed 
for economic reasons, and throughout 
the Empire the production of beer was 
limited by law to forty Eg cent. of 
the previous average for the purpose 
ef conserving the nation's food mat-

When the big universal war broke 
out in Europe, I. a Hampshire boy 
living near the Canadian border, con- 
cluded that I wond like to see some 
of tt. 1 bad listened from my baby- 
bood to my grandfather's stories of 
the war between the states and the 
hairbreadth escapes the old gentleman 
bad experienced while serving in a 
1 was ex- 
actly the age my grandfather had been 
when he enlisted to fight for the 
Union and was so influenced by the 
romance of war that 1 couldn't keep 
eut of the fight in Europe. 

I had no preference for either side, 
but the fact that I could easily enlist 
on that of the allies and could not very 
well get to Germany decided me for | 
the former. Crossing the Canadian 
line, I sought the nearest recruiting 
station and, being in excellent physi- 
cal condition, was accepted as a re- 
eruvit, After a good deal of drilling in 
Canada and then in England I found 
myself in Belgium. 

By this time it was winter, and the 


‘two opposing armies had got into the 


trench deadlock. Nevertheless there 
were occasional! drives on both sides, | 
and 1 soon saw all the fighting, or, | 
rather, the slaughter, I wanted. I had 
found my gtandfather’s descriptions 
of battles quite exciting. These fights . 
Belgium appeared rather the 
marching of men to slaughter, with 
the idea that the side on Which most 
men were left was the victor. When 
1 saw the enemy advance for an at- 
tack it reminded me of wheat falling 
before a mowing machine. 

Not seeing any romance in this kind 
of warfare, I thought I would like to 
enter the corps of aviators, Not hav- 
lug been educated to run a fying ma- 
chine, I could only volunteer to go up 
with one who had as a fighting man 
I succeeded in 
getting myself tried for this service, | 
and it was found that I had the bead | 
for it. Not every person can rise to a 
great height without becoming dizzy, | 
and this of course would render him 
unavailable for the purpose. The stock | 
of English aeroplanes bad been in- 
creasing during the autumn of 1914, | 
and experts were wanted to man the 
new ones and fill the gaps made by. 
those who were killed. So J. having | 
proved my efficiency, was detailed as 
a bomb dmapper. 

My first service was with a number 
of acroplanes on an expedition to de- 
stroy a manufactory of munitions ot 
war within the German lines. There 
were a dozen machines, each bearing a 
goodly supply of bombs. The machine 
on which I served also carried a rapid 
fire gun. 

The expedition started at noon. Our 
machines had whirred for two bours | 
when we came in sight of the town in 
which the factory we were to destroy 
was located. In order to drop bombs 
with any precision we must settle 
down to within a few hundred feet of 
the object to be destroyed, which 


‘would bring us within range of the 


guns that would be brought to bear 
upon us. The fleet commander signal- 
ed that we would separate and then 
draw near enough to the town to ob- 
serve the location of the factory, keep. 
ing at a height that would be out of 
range. Then we were to fiy away,.re | 
turning when night was coming on, 
make straight for a point just above 
the works, drop the bombs and get 
away under cover of the darkness. 

Lieutenant Meeker, commanding and 
guiding the airship on which I served, 
steered it over the northern part of 
the town. He was engaged in driving. 
while I noted the position of the fac- | 
tory. As soon as it was plainly visible 
1 directed his attention to it, that he 
might be the better able to cover it 
when the attack was made. 

While the plan of attack precluded | 
the possibility of a surprise, it facilitat- 
ed escape after the bombs had been | 
dropped. But the attacking force | 
could not expect to approach the works 
in the day without being observed, and 
a night attack on a particular part of 
the town would likely fall from in- 
ability to locate it in the darkness. |

Packing of Parcels for 
Soldiers at the Front 


The public is urged to exercise every 
care in packing parcels for the troops, 
as careful packing is absolutely essen- 
tial to ensure delivery of the parcels 
in good order. 


Parcels sent abroad require a higher 
standard of packing than is necessary 
in the Canadian Parcel Post, and this 
applies with even greater force to par- 
cels for the troops. Those which are 
inadequately packed run great risk of 
damage or loss of contents, 

Thin cardboard boxes, such as shoe 
boxes, and thin wooden boxes, should 
not be used ; nor does a single sheet of 
ordinary brown r afford sufficient 
protection. ‘The following. forms of 
packing are recommended. 

(1) Strong double cardboard. boxes, 
preferably those made of corrugated 
cardboard. and having lids which com- 
pletely enclose the sides of the boxes. 

(2) Strong wooden boxes. 

(8) Several folds of stout packing 


paper. 

(4) Additional security is afforded 
by an outer covering of linen, calico 
or canvas, which should be securely 


sewn up. : 

The address of the parcel should be 
written in ink on the cover preferably 
in two p 


laces. 
The address of the sender of the par- 


cel should also be stated in order that 
it may be returned if undeliverable.

Eastern Ontario 
Dairy Meeting 


The Eastern Ontario Dairy Meeting 
was held in the Town Hall, Madoc, on 
Tuesday afternoon. Mr. T. H.Thomp- 
aon, Director of the District, was 
Chairman. The speakers were Mr. G. 
G. Publow, Chief Dairy Instructor for 
Rastern Ontario: Mr. A. D. McIntosh 
and Mr. Lynde, the local Dairy In- 
structor. 


The addresses were of inestimable 
value to dairymen. The speakers 
showed conclusively both from theory 
and a result of experiment that the 
value of the industry to the farmer 
could be very considerably increased 
by the observance of a few simple 
well known rules in the care of the 
milk prior to its reaching the factory. 
Thus the quality of the cheese could 
be much improved by the observance 
of the laws of cleanliness and the 
quantity of cheese that could be man- 
ufactured from an equal weight of 
milk could be increased by cooling the 
milk. Thus by actual experiment it 
was shown that a difference of 5 deg- 
rees in temperature means a saving of 
one-half pound of milk on every pound 
of cheese. Among the patrons of 
every factory there are always found 
some who through their carelessness 
in the care of their milk entail a loss, 
not only to themselves but tothe 
other patrons. It was suggested that 
a resolution be passed and lived up to 
that milk brought to the factory at a 
higher temperatvre than 75 degrees 
should be rejected. : 

Mr. Publow expressed the opinion 
that should the price of meats remain 
as at 8 the price of cheese would 
be at least 150. As a food he consid- 
ered cheese at 20c. per pound more 
economical than beef at 15 cents per 
sagen He suggested the advisabil- 
ty of properly curing cheese before 
putting it on the home market and 
thus cultivating the demand for home 
consumption. He advised those who 
were in the cheesemaking industry to 
continue as he looked upon this indus- 
try as one of the mòôst stable and pro- 
fitable that the farmer can engage in. 
The present outlook is very encourag- 
ing. Three times as many silos have 
been built this year as last, and it is 
expected that each year will show an 
improvement in this respect on past 
haven Mr. Publow threw a few

In June, 1906, the British post at 
Yo was surprised by a band of mask- 
ed Tuaregs, the dreaded raiders of 
the Sahara. The white resident was 
away, and the place was held by six 
native mounted infantry, of the West 
African Frontier Force. They were 
commanded by a corporal. 


Rush After Rush. 


The raiders were five hundred 

strong. They looted the town, then 
turned their attention to the tiny 
garrison, who has posted themselves 
on the top of a low hill, behind. a 
small breastwork of mud. 
For two hours the Tuaregs made 
rush after rush, but the six shot so 
well that every rush failed, and the 
hill was littered with dead. 

At last the Arabs, having lost 
over forty, drew off. The dauntless 
six at once sprang upon their horses 
galloped after, and turned the retreat 
into rout, killing nearly a score more, 
and recovering most of the loot. 

Two years later, in 1908, there was 
another astonishing battle against 
odds in the French Sahara. In April 
of that year three thousand Wadaians 
started on a slave raid. 

A French force, consisting of Cap- 
tain Jerusalem, two lieutenants, a 
sergeant, and eighty... Senegalese 
sharpshooters went out boldly to meet 
them.
